One movement to Yunnan involved 300 students. GR cones. In ad~ 
dition to Siamese students, there may have also inese,- lao or 
other residents of Siam included in the group. The date of the trip 
is not known but is has been implied that it may have been in June 

or July 1948.) The seat of the committee which organized recruiting 
was in Sakon Nakhon, and the head of the committee was a relative & 
Nai Tieng Sirikhan (name not given). Recruits were split up into 
small groups ana travelled from Sakon Nakhon to Chiengrai, then to 
Mae Sai where theycrossed the border into the Shan States. They 

then proceeded to Commnist-held areas in ths neighbornood of Kunming. 


kepresentatives of the Sakon Nakhon committee, who accompanied the 
groups of students, delivered them to a certain Slamese doctor who 

has lived in Nanking for a number of yeuvrs, He was sent to Yunnan 

by Nai Sanguan Tularak to contact the students and assume responsibility 
for them on behalf of the organization reportedly run by_Nai Sm guan 
from Shanghai, in conjunction with Chinese Comiunists. Com ent, 
The final destination of the groups is not known.) The to sum 0 
money spent by the Sakon Nakhon committee for the organizing and travel 
expenses of this movement as far -s Yunnan was 900,000 baht. 


Information about tnis movement came to light as a resultof the con- 
feasion made to the Siamese povernuent by Nal Liang Chayakan's nephew. 
Comment. Nai Liang, Deputy Minister of Interior in the 
Pibul cabinet, has had an unsavory political reputation in Siam. In 
connection with the report concerning his nephew's activities as a’ 
student, it may be of interest to note that his son, Nai Lekha, was 
reported to have shot himself to death on ll, October 19h8, according 
to the Siamese language press. Nai Lekha, it wos said, was supposed 
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to leave for Australia to continue his studies.) Nei Limg's nepher, 
who was recruited by the Sakon Nakhon committee, proceeded to Mae Sai, 
but lost contact there with the group with which he was travelling. 
He took advantage of the situation by returning to Bangkok to amse 
himself, and, being short of money, asked Nal Liang for som, Under 
questioning by Nai Liang as to his whereabouts for the past several 
weeks, the nephew told the story. 


5. A separate movensnt to Viet Nam was comprised of 65 students, some 
of whom were Siemese. Most, however, were Lao residents of Siam who, 
despite their Simese citisenship, did not like to be called Siamese 
-and were proud of their Lao blood. One of the chief organizers of 

_ this movement was another relative of Nai Tieng, who accompanied the 
group to Annam, via Thak Hek.

There have been many and varied reports in te 
Slamese press concerning the movements of students from Siam. Some 
have said that the students were abducted by Communist agents and 
sent to China and thence to the USSR. Others have said that the 

' students were simply going to China. Various pusposes were assigned 

to the "training", including Communist activity, Free Thal activity 
and a separatist movement in northeast Siam. On 29 October 1918, 
was reported that Nai Thim Phuriphat and his brether, Nai Thong~-In, 
were arrested in connection with an al leged northeast rebellion pld. 
Others arrested included Nai Chammong Daoruang and Nai Thewin Udon, 
most notably. Police were quoted as saying that some of these men 
were responsible for a reported underground network by which youths 
from the northeast provinces were sent to China to study Communist 
methods. Nai Tieng Sirikhan who had been on trial for treason and 
who left Bangkok for the northeast on 28 October, was arrested in 
the same connection a few days later. It was reported thst Nai Thim 
Phuriphat did have a hand in recruiting students for military treining 
in China, but that after these students returned and assis ted in 
Annamese and Laotian liberation, the liberated areas would mme over 
to Siam. On 5 November, the press quoted Nai Thim as admitting that 
he had recruited some 0 to 50 stadents for atudy abroad, but that 
they were to be used for "some purpose outside the country", and 
no harna was intended to Sian. ) 
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
